Feed lawns: Use lawn food to give 
summer-worn grass new life to go 


In all areas ; 
through the winter. Use plant food 











spreader for uniform results. Follow 
directions on bag. Water until fall rains take over. 

Syringe evergreens: Take the garden hose with nozzle ad- 
justed to a forceful spray and wash accumulated dust from 
foliage of narrow-leaf evergreens. This will freshen and 
brighten them up for winter. 





Lawns: Apply pre-emergence 
type crab grass chemical dur- 
ing the fall to reduce number

of spring jobs that need to be 
done. One treatment applied correctly lasts two years. 

Shrubs and trees: Determine what broadleaf evergreens 
are needed for fall planting on north and east exposures, and 
place your order. . . . Shrubs such as azaleas, rhododen- 
drons, and Mountain laurel should be watered generously 
at weekly intervals until fall rains begin. . .. Keep on spray- 
ing or dusting roses weekly with a rose pesticide. 

Annuals, perennials, and bulbs: Plant daffodils as soon 
as bulbs are available so they have time to develop a heavy 
root system before winter. . . . Take geraniums, begonias, 
and other tender plants indoors before frost. 

Fruit and vegetables: Pick pears before the fruit becomes 
soft. By letting mature green fruit ripen off the tree, you 
get better quality. . . . Water fall vegetables regularly for 
rapid growth and succulence. 





Lawns: Feed all grasses 
South and Southeast except centipede with a 
lawn food to encourage 











vigorous fall growth... . 
Mow Bermuda close before sowing with rye for winter lawn. 

Shrubs and trees: Prune roots of bougainvillea and wis- 
teria that failed to bloom the past season. Feed camellias a

Order shrubs, 
trees, and evergreens for fall planting. 

Annuals, perennials, and bulbs: Plant Dutch iris bulbs 
for early spring blooms. Add to your bulb collection brodi- 
aeas and species tulips that you may not have grown before. 

Fruits and vegetables: Cover the tips of boysenberry 
canes with soil to root new plants. They'll be ready for set- 
ting out early next spring. . . . Harvest vegetables when ten- 
der, and make new sowings of lettuce. 









Lawns: Check lawn for sod webworm 
damage which appears as patches of 
dead grass. Use lindane dust or dieldrin 
to control the pest. . . . Start new lawns 
to establish them before winter. 

Shrubs and trees: Keep on feeding roses lightly once a 
month and continue regular watering and pest control for

sustained blooming. . . . Set out aucubas in shady spots. 
Annuals, perennials, and bulbs: Plant succulents in 
southern California. . . . In the Fog Belt, look for early flow- 


ering English chrysanthemums in nurseries for planting. .. . 
If winter annuals were not sown earlier, set nursery plants. 


















Lawns: Feed established lawns 
to invigorate them for the 
winter. . . . Check with your 
local nurseryman for the kind 
of grass seed to sow for your situation. Sow rye grass on steep 
slopes to develop a quick cover to hold the soil. 

Shrubs and trees: Prune dead and broken limbs from 
trees. .. . Spray arborvitae with a copper spray before fall 
rains to control blight disease. . . . Spray holly, camellia, 
’ and other broadleaf evergreens with malathion or a sum- 
mer oil spray to control scale insects on the bark. 

Annuals, perennials, and bulbs: Place your order for fall 
planting of narcissus and other spring-flowering bulbs.

Lawns: Use a crab grass rake 
to pull out big crab grass 
plants. Sow permanent grass 
seed after making seed beds 
in bare spots. Keep soil moist constantly for two weeks.

Burn the clippings 
to prevent spread of disease. . . . Order evergreens for Octo- 
ber or November delivery, the best time for planting.

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Will the same old 

stupidity 
make a firetrap 
ot your school? 


It has been almost a year since the tragic school 
fire in Chicago that killed 90 children and three 
teachers. What has been done since then to prevent 


similar disasters? BETTER HOMES & GARDENS 
reports on the progress and the problems that 


remain. It is not the report we had hoped to make. 


HERE is no excuse for schools that 
are firetraps in this country; still, we 
continue to allow new ones to be 
built and old ones to operate.” 

These are stern charges against the com- 
munity—parents and public officials—and 
they are grave in their implications, for they 
involve the life and death of our children. 

The man who makes them, Lawrence B. 
Perkins, is perhaps the nation’s leading de- 
signer of schools. Perkins was a member of a 
special 16-man jury which investigated the 
Our Lady of the Angels School fire in Chi- 
cago last December in which 93 lives were 
lost, 90 of them children’s. Tragically and be- 
latedly, it is just such an appalling event that 
inspires hit-and-miss solutions, legislating us 
into a sense of false security. 

“The disaster in an old, overcrowded 
school in Chicago has clouded the issue,”’ 
said Perkins, a partner in the Chicago and 
White Plains, New York, architectural firm 


of Perkins & Will. ‘““That school was built 
and run legally under laws as outdated as 
the building itself. J could sit down today and 
design a legally acceptable school where I could 
guarantee an accident within a year.” 

A school can be unsafe without being a 
firetrap. In fact, it can under any acceptable 
definition be fireproof. Of course, once chil- 
dren enter a school room, it is no longer fire- 
proof. Their books and papers will burn 
and, terrible as truth can be, so will they. 

Are the safety measures we are rushing 
into law sufficient? No, said Perkins. The 
Chicago school would have been a death- 
trap regardless of expensive safety devices. 

*“No safety device can be effective if the 
public permits schools to operate under over- 
crowded conditions, with sloppy housekeep- 
ing and overtaxed personnel,” said an edi- 
torial in The Nation’s Schools magazine. “All 
of these factors were evident in the fire at 
Our Lady of the Angels School in Chicago.” 
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We have made more progress on fire prevention 
in night clubs than in the schools across America. 
Enter any public room—restaurant, ban- 
quet hall, theater—and there is a sign stat- 
ing that occupancy by more than a specified 
number of persons is unlawful. Enter any 
public room, that is, except a schoolroom! 
Isn’t it logical that such a notice be placed 
in every classroom in the country? Most 
building codes specify a square-footage re- 
quirement per student—and this require- 
ment is minimum. But how many of our 
schools are giving a child even the minimum 
he is entitled to by law? 


The taxing of personnel beyond capacity is 
criminal, Perkins said. Yet this, too, is com- 
mon practice in most schools. The teacher 
with too many children in a classroom loses 
control to panic in an emergency. Sloppy 
housekeeping is another obvious result of the 
false economy of overtaxing personnel and 
classrooms. The janitor can’t keep up with 
all the demands to police paper and other 
rubbish. Hallways and stairwells are used 
for the storage of combustibles. 

> How many communities are turning their 
backs when they are asked to approve a bond 
issue to finance the building of classrooms 
needed to make schools sound and safe? 

> How many parents are ignoring the fact 
that their child is in a classroom where 40 
instead of 30 children are under one teacher? 
>» How many parents even know whether 
their child is a victim of an overcrowded 
classroom situation? 

> How many schools around the country are 
economizing on the cost of a $3,000- to 
$4,000-a-year janitor at the risk of frighten- 
ing hazards? 


Safety devices such as sprinkler systems, 
early warning alarms, and gas detection sys- 
tems; safety measures such as enclosed stair- 
wells, thorough housekeeping, adequate ex- 
its, and proper fire drills—these are a few of 
the current solutions. Some are being 
rushed into law as if, once enforced, we can 
relax again—ignore new school construc- 
tion, overcrowded classrooms, and wait for 
the next fire and the next set of solutions. 

The Nation’s Schools magazine said: ‘*Ar- 
chitects are not opposed to sprinkler sys- 
tems or alarms or any other safety devices, 
but they do believe that the expenditure for 
these items should be in reasonable propor- 
tion to other needs and costs when a school 
is being designed.” 

Would a sprinkler system have any effect 
on doors locked without reason or wire 
screening nailed over window openings—in 
the case of a recent fire in the South? Most of 
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the regulations being rushed into law as a 
panacea are downright foolish. An example 
of the confusion that exists is that the code as 
originally revised following the Chicago 
holocaust stated that sprinklers must be 
used everywhere—including the swimming 
pool and over oil-fired boilers! 

What are we protecting—lives or proper- 
ty? Another proposed regulation would 
eliminate the use of glass walls between the 
classroom and corridor, because glass is 
easily damaged in a disaster. The paradox 
here is that had glass been used instead of a 
solid combustible wall in the Chicago school, 
the teacher and the children would have 
seen the smoke before it filtered under a 
closed door and turned the classroom into a 
gas chamber. 

There is a great danger in becoming so involved 
with expensive safety solutions that we will be 


forced to specify inferior construction methods and 


materials to keep new schools within the money 
budgeted. 

“We must not penalize new construction,” 
said Perkins, ‘‘with all its advances in build- 
ing methods—because of existing outdated, 
firetrap schools.” 

Point to one disastrous fire in a school 
built within the last 10 or 15 years, he said. 
True, there was a fire caused by a gas ex- 
plosion in Texas and a boiler plant in New 
York, but this underlines another problem. 
Maybe we should look at our accepted ideas 
on where the heating plant goes. In both 
cases there would have been no danger had 
heating equipment been separated from the 
educational buildings and not placed right 
under the center of occupancy. 

“The ultimate goal we must achieve is 
that each child gains his right to attend a 
hazard-free, bright and airy school,”’ Per- 
kins said. “But until this aim is fulfilled, we 
have to cope with the interim period when 
aged, multistoried structures are still in use. 
Let’s make them as safe as possible, but let’s 
not apply blanket rules that hamper new 
architecture!” 


I; there any more unhappy speculation 
than ‘‘what might have been” after an event 
like the Chicago school fire? But it takes a 
frightful disaster to move us to action and, 
if we are to avoid further epic school fires, 
we must take action now. 

In a multistory combustible structure 
such as the Our Lady of the Angels School, 
the stairways become chimneys carrying 
smoke and flames to every room. The flue 
action of a vertical building creates its own 
drafts, often causing a minor blaze to erupt 
into a major holocaust.

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planes there are and the closer the 
building hugs the ground, the le:s 
danger there is of fire becoming a 
tragedy. The closer children are to 
the ground, the easier and quicker 
is their escape. While a three-story 
jump may mean death, a three-foot 
jump means, at worst, a sprained 
ankle. Many of these children died 
not from fire or suffocation, but as 
a result of the jump from second 
and third floor windows that were 
as high as third and fourth floor 
windows in new buildings today. 
The official investigation showed 
that many other children merci- 
fully died of gas and smoke fumes 
before raging flames reached them. 

What would have been the out- 
come had this been a one-story 
structure with each classroom hav- 
ing its own outside entrance? Or 


if the school had been a series of 


smaller, compact structures dif- 
fused throughout the neighbor- 
hood? Or if the classrooms had not 
been overcrowded? And how many, 
even here, would have lived if pan- 
ic had not taken charge? 

Even our newest, entirely “‘fire- 
proof” buildings are not immune 
from fires and their parasites, 
smoke and panic. Panic stems from 
uncertainty and darkness. Light 
and openness are antidotes—wide 
corridors and glass walls, many ex- 
its and windows. A well-protected 
and maintained older school can 
be safer than a congested and poor- 
ly maintained “fireproof” building 
where no attention is given to 
housekeeping. Perkins added that 
it’s possible to make a building un- 
safe by bad acoustics and poor 
lighting 


W. can’t permit our schools to 
become unsafe by default. The 
next time you visit your schools, 
put yourself in the place of the 
teachers and the custodians. Is 
your community—are you—ask- 
ing them to take on more respon- 
sibility than they can handle?

14 new treatments for old ailments

New vaccines for childrem. A vaccine that supplies a 
simultaneous vaccination against whooping cough, tetanus, 
and diphtheria has been in use for some time. Now, a new four- 
in-one vaccine for children under five years of age contains 
polio vaccine as well. A series of four spaced injections with the 
new product can be expected to give the same protection that 
formerly required four shots of the three-way vaccine plus 
three polio shots. Net saving: three needle-jabs. 


Poison ivy pills. Pills can gradually build up your immunity 
to poison ivy, it was reported at a clinical meeting of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. Aqua Ivy is the name of tablets which 
are to be taken on a graduated dosage schedule—one tablet every 
other day for two weeks, then one tablet daily for two weeks, 
then two tablets daily for two weeks. It takes six weeks to dev elop 
maximum immunity, so treatment should be started well before 
a vacation trip takes you into poison ivy country. To retain im- 
munity for the whole season, the two-tablets-a-day dosage should 


be continued. 


**One-shoet’’ hay fever treatment. Hay fever victims 
who get a dozen or more pre-season injections to reduce their 
sensitivity to pollens may have it easier in the future. An experi- 
mental desensitizing treatment which is given as a single in- 
jection (occasionally, two or more shots in quick succession on 
the same day) has been used with general safety and effective- 
ness in several hundred patients. About nine out of ten became 
immune to hay fever for the rest of the season. The injection 

contains mineral oil and emulsifier with an extra-large dose of 
pollen substances. The desensitizing pollens stored in the oil 

are fed into the blood stream continuously in tiny quantities. 

The one-shot treatment is still experimental and not yet ready 

for general use. 


Pills that take their time. The effectiveness of some 
medicine often depends upon its being introduced into the body 
at regular intervals, but doctor's orders to “take your medicine 
every hour” are sometimes hard to follow or simply forgotten. 
Instead of educating the patient, then, pharmaceutical makers 
have taken to educating their pills to release, periodically, small 
amounts of their ingredients. Pills with built-in memories can 
thereby give medicines at regular intervals whether the patient 
is awake or asleep. One technique is to coat particles with materi- 
als which disintegrate at different speeds and release drugs on a 
time schedule. Exact timing has been difficult, since some coat- 
ings may crack and “leak” drugs prematurely. A new type of 
flexible coating, applied layer by layer, gives steady and quite 
precisely controlled doses of almost any drug for as long as 24 
hours. Particles may have as few as 25 coatings or as many as 
250, depending upon the desired timing of drug release. A single 
educated pill which contains 6 to 10 times more medicine than 
could be tolerated in an ordinary single dose can do the work of 
6 or 10 conventional pills.

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accumulations of fluids from water- 
logged tissues. Studies of 23 cardiac 
patients treated with diuretics and 
other medicines showed that they 
did very well on the unrestricted 
salt intake of a normal diet over a 
period of many months. 


Oral polio vaccine on the 
way? Several hundred thousand 
persons in foreign countries have 
swallowed live polio viruses in 
oral vaccines without harm and 
with apparent protection against 
paralytic polio. The day when ev- 
erybody may swallow one dose of 
an oral vaccine and be immune to 
polio for a lifetime is probably 
drawing near. One research group 
thinks its oral vaccine may be 
commercially available within a 
year or so, depending upon the 
results of continuing tests and ap- 
proval by the National Institutes 
of Health. Nature’s way of build- 
ing polio resistance is by using live 
viruses to stimulate production of 
protective antibodies, and both 
the pills and the injections con- 
tain “tamed” live polio viruses so 
weakened by selective laboratory 
cultivation that they can no long- 
er cause paralytic symptoms but 
can stimulate immunization. 
But polio doesn’t wait. There 
will be no general release of oral 
vaccines this season, and it would 
be tragic if news about develop- 
ments led to postponement or de- 
lay in getting injections of Salk 
vaccine, at present the only effec- 
tive technique of immunization. 


In fact, tragedy is already brew- 


ing in unknown numbers of fam- 
ilies. At least one-third of children 
under five years of age, most sus- 
ceptible to polio, have not re- 
ceived their first Salk shots, and 
some will surely suffer paralytic 
disease if injections are not begun 
immediately. 


Comfort after dental surgery. 
If you have to have a tooth pulled 
or undergo dental surgery, your 
dentist might give you some small 
tablets, tell you when to take them, 
and ask you to come back for your 
operation in a day or two. As a 
result, the aftereffects of your sur- 
gery—pain, swelling, and discol- 
oration of tissues—may be con- 
siderably reduced by enzymes in 
the tablets, called Varidase Buc- 
cal. Patients who had tooth extrac- 
tions, an impacted wisdom tooth, 
or periodontal surgery were given 
the drug by dentists of the Univer- 
sity of Southern California Dental 
School. Of the 49 who received it, 
only 9 showed more than very 
slight swelling 48 to 72 hours after 
surgery. But considerable _ pro- 
longed swelling persisted after this 
time in 10 of 13 comparable pa- 
tients who didn’t get the drug. 


New pills for diabeties. Many 
thousands of diabetics have been 
freed from the hypodermic needle 
of insulin injections by so-called 
“diabetes pills” which are swal- 
lowed as easily as an aspirin tab- 


What's new in medicine? 
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let. Many thousands of others 
have been able to reduce their in- 
sulin doses with the aid of oral 
drugs. But these remarkable 
agents have been of value mainly 
to mild diabetics—of little use to 
“problem” diabetics. A new pill 
discussed by specialists in a sym- 
posium sponsored by Baylor Uni- 
versity School of Medicine in 
Houston, Texas, is reported to be 
effective in all types of diabetes, 
though not in every patient. 

The new drug, DBI, is chemi- 
cally different from older drugs 
and controls blood sugar in differ- 
ent ways, apparently by stimu- 
lating diabetic tissues to make 
better use of sugary fuels. Like 
other compounds, DBI may free 
mild diabetics from the needle, 
but clinicians reported it also has 
been effective with child diabet- 
ics, with “problem” diabetics, and 
with patients for whom other oral 
drugs had not worked. It has also 
enabled patients to resume oral 
treatment with other drugs which 
had been used with success for a 
while, but then failed or “lost 
their punch.” Whether diabetes 
pills are best used singly, in com- 
bination, combined with insulin, 
or not at all, is of course a matter 
for expert medical decision. De- 
spite new treatments, diabetes is 
still a dangerous disease with no 
known cure.

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essed form of ergotamine tartrate, 
is neither swallowed nor injected. 
A tablet is simply placed under the 
tongue and allowed to dissolve. It 
is absorbed into the blood through 
mucous membranes of the mouth 
at a very rapid rate, and begins to 
take effect in about half a minute. 
All forms of ergot are potent pre- 
scription drugs which must be used 
only under medical supervision. 


Sun-powered hearing. Energy 
from sunlight or lamplight fur- 
nishes power to run a new type of 
eyeglass hearing aid. The power 
plant, made of silicon cells ener- 
gized by light, is an inconspicuous 
unit contained in the temple bars 
of quite ordinary looking spec- 
tacles. For hearing in the dark, or 
whenever outside light doesn’t 
furnish enough ear power, an 
automatic switch turns on a bat- 
tery which is partly recharged by 
bright sunlight. A wheel control 
regulates the volume of souind de- 
livered to a tiny custom-fitted 
mold worn in the ear opening. 
Sun-powered spectacles are not 
recommended for anyone who 
needs extreme loudness, but they 
are well suited to average needs. 
Either or both sides of the glasses 
can be sun-powered. Two-eared 
hearing, with separate adjust- 
ments for each ear, may enable 
the wearer to keep the volume 
turned down and to hear more 
clearly in noise. Plastic inserts in 
the earphones reduce the shock of 


loud sounds. A similar sun-pow- 
ered unit, sold as a separate at- 
tachment to install on an owner's 
present eyeglass hearing aid, is 
also on the market. 


Progress in cold prevention. 
Many viruses which cause cold-like 
symptoms, such as influenza and 
adenoviruses, can be treated with 
vaccines. But elusive viruses of the 
common cold have maliciously re- 
fused to be fingerprinted. How- 
ever, there is solid reason to hope 
that vaccines which may prevent 
half or three-fourths of what ap- 
pear to be ordinary colds may soon 
come out of current research. One 
vaccine of promise is being tested 
by Dr. Thomas G. Ward, of the 
Notre Dame Medical School, in 
large groups of university students, 
corporation employees, and peni- 
tentiary inmates. Scientific results 
may be known in a few months. 
Other work indicates that a com- 
bination of gamma globulin (the 
blood substance which carries im- 
munizing antibodies) and pre- 
sumed cold viruses isolated from 
secretions of patients with a cold 
can neutralize the infectious prop- 
erties of cold germs. This promising 
trail is also being followed. 


Relief fer morning sickness. 
Physicians prescribe many effec- 
tive drugs for relief of morning 
sickness or nausea of early preg- 
nancy. Sometimes an oral drug is

too late or can’t be kept down. 
This can be circumvented by anti- 
emetic drugs in suppository form, 
frequently used in children who 
have protracted vomiting. Sup- 
positories containing ‘lrilafon or 
perphenazine, an anti-nausea drug, 
proved iuost comforting to queasy 
women patients whose experiences 
were reported from a Brooklyn 
hospital. Of 67 women made mis- 
erable by nausea of pregnancy, 56 
were completely relieved by the 
suppositories. The medication was 
adininistered before bedtime and 
upon awakening in the morning. 
The anti-nausea drug took effect 
rapidly, usually within 30 minutes, 
and was long lasting. Symptoms 
were fully controlled during the 
hours when nausea usually had 
occurred. 


Dim eyes for bright beaches. 
A day at the beach may affect 
your ability to see well at night or 
in dim light, since it takes at least 
four or five hours for eyes to re- 
cover full light sensitivity after a 
number of hours in the sun. The 
retinas of your eyes adapt to sun- 
shine by losing some of their sen- 
sitivity to light with the result 
that your keenness of vision may 
be dangerously dulled after dark. 
Such partial night blindness can 
be a factor in motor accidents at 
night. Tests at the Eye Research 
Institute in Bethesda, Maryland, 
show that persons who have been 
in sunshine for several hours, and 
who then drive a car after dusk,

may not be able to see dim ob- 
stacles in the road in time to stop 
or avoid them. The remedy is a 
pair of sunglasses dark enough to 
shut out bright light that dims the 
eyes’ sensitivity. 


Vermifuges updated. Time was 
when vermifuges—in plain words, 
worm medicines—were popular 
treatments for any child who 
looked a little peaked. Any im- 
pression that today’s Americans 
are relatively worm-free appears 
to be ill-founded. An estimated 30 
per cent of U.S. children have pin- 
worm infections which cause pos- 
terior itching and general un- 
pleasantness. Effective pinworm 
drugs have generally required 
multiple doses for days or even 
weeks. Poquil (pyrvinium pamoate) 
is a one-shot pinworm eliminator 
in the form of a tasty raspberry- 
flavored liquid. A single dose elim- 
inated pinworms in 95 out of 100 
Florida children, and the super- 
vising doctors reported that “‘the 
popularity of the single-dose re- 
gime over the multiple-dose sched- 
ule was quite noticeable among 
mothers of children being’ tested.” 


Besides pinworms, infections of 


whipworms, roundworms, and a 
species formidably known as the 
strongyloides are fairly common 
and frequently mixed. A harmless 
blue dye, dithiazanine iodide, tak- 
en by mouth, comes close to being 
a total weapon against all four ma- 
jor parasites, generally eliminating 
them within five days.

You can 
get geon latex at garden centers and nurseries. A garden 
sprayer is all you need to apply it.

a in his early teens, your boy will start wanting his 
first real gun. This is just as natural as his desire for a toy 
pistol or cowboy and Indian games. And equally natural is 
your anxiety about whether your son is ready for a gun. 

The California Conservation Commission says a boy is ready 
when you can send him to the store with a $20 bill and trust 
him to bring you the change; when you'll permit him to carry 
the baby across the street; when you'll trust him to look 
after the house while you’re away all day. Then he can be 
trusted to handle a firearm safely and wisely. 

Minnesota goes further and teaches its youths to handle fire- 
arms safely. Twenty-six states are now copying its plan or 
already have one similar. Minnesota law states that all youths 
under 16 years of age must pass a 7-week firearms training 
course before receiving hunting privileges. In all states with 
plans like this, fathers can be sure that their boys know how to 
handle a gun respectfully before they ever go afield after game.

When your boy brings down his first game, you want to be sure he can handle 
a gun. Come along as we look at a state-wide training plan for young hunters — 


and see how one boy and his dad did *‘graduate work” together in the field! 


Does Minnesota’s program work? Since it began in 1956 un- 
der Lee Kuluvar, state firearms safety director, the number of 
deaths due to firearms has decreased by one-half. The median 
age of ‘“‘accident shooters’ has advanced from 16 to over 21 
years. This means that the younger boys who have taken the 
course are having fewer accidents than ‘“‘seasoned”’ hunters! 

In the four years of Kuluvar’s program (which next year will 
be turned over to the game warden service), more than 60,000 
youths have been trained. That is over 10 per cent of the Min- 
nesota hunting population! What’s more, over a million rounds 
of practice ammunition have been fired without a mishap. 

When each boy completes the course and passes the written 
and performance tests, he pays a 50-cent certification fee. This 
payment also entitles him to hunt in Minnesota without addi- 
tional charge for the next four years. 

If your state doesn’t have a similar program, you can set up 
a rifle club for youngsters in your home town. For help in get- 
ting started, write to the National Rifle Association, 1600 
Rhode Island Avenue, N.W., Washington 6, D.C. 

Bill Sutherland, a Minneapolis electrical consulting engi- 
neer, loves hunting. So does his boy, Bill, Jr.—especially since 
he graduated from Minnesota’s “hunting school.’’ Let’s follow 
them into the field for some post-graduate practice, and some 
tips on the safe, sportsmanlike way to hunt.

AFTER WE DESIGNED the four Idea Homes 
you have just seen in model form, there was still 
one more thing to do. We had to build one, to see if 
the idea of an ACTIVITY CENTER really worked 
as well in practice as it had on our drawing board.

TRY THESE THREE new concepts 

for children’s rooms: Decorate with the bright 
colors your child prefers instead of the 

fluffy pastels of yesteryear. Concentrate on 
convenience and comfort instead of just 
making do. Buy or build‘ children’s furniture 
that bridges the years between the cradle and 
schooltime. You can test these ideas in your 
own home —if there’s a handyman around, 


he can adapt them easily, inexpensively. 
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Racks for books and records are made by nailing wood strips to 
2-inch-square wood blocks, then screwing blocks to wall studs.

Choose a sunny, well-drained location with soil already 
rich, or made so at planting time. Make each hole a foot deep, 
a foot wide. Lay a straight edge across hole (hoe handle works 
fine). Hold plump pink buds on root division up to this 
straight edge while you firm soil about root and water gen- 
erously to settle. 


Plant iris for their jewel tones 


All modern iris are good. The five- to six-inch flowers are stiff 
enough to resist all but the heaviest rains. And their colors 
here’s where we go lyrical!

Plant poppies for gaiety 


These are the huge Oriental poppies with stiff 
hairy stems, acanthus-like leaves, and lovely 
flowers that often open flat to the size of a tea 
plate.

Roots of these perennials, long-lived once 
established, must be set from July to mid-No- 
vember. Locate where sun shines long and hot. 


Pliant for late-summer bloom 


After the Big Three are gone for the year, you’ll want 
daylilies (right center here), steeple-like veronicas, red 
or pink monarda like these at top center. You can have 
milk-flowered artemisia for height, several kinds of 
daisies, all before the chrysanthemums begin. 

As you see, sizable clumps can be spaced closely for a 
gorgeous border. Settle plants well before winter. 


Planting pointers for beginners 


Group three to seven plants of one kind and color for 
best effect when they’re to be looked at across 

the lawn, or from the house. If peonies border a drive, 
don’t dot a red, a white, and a pink singly. Plant 
three of one kind before changing to another color. 
Repeat groupings through a long bed. Groups need 
not be of same size, but repeating the same color lets 
your favorite dominate, and knits planting together. 
Centrast bold blooms with small or delicate ones. 
Set iris with their bold flowers and foliage with 

white sweet rockets and airy painted daisies. 
Stair-step plants blooming at the same season. 
Hollyhocks belong back of babysbreath. Garden pinks 
go in front of peonies, bush roses, and lilies. 

Finish the settling of each plant in its new spot with 
the roots well watered in. The crown — that’s the point 
where tops and roots separate — should be at the 
surface of the bed. Try to leave the plant looking,

Peach and plum spreads 


Tips for perfect fruit conserves and jams 
J 


>» Use a large kettle—it should be less than half full of fruit- 
sugar mixture to allow a high tumbling boil. 

> For jams, jellies, and conserves made with bottled or pack- 
aged pectin—see the recipes for Plum Conserve, Peach-and- 
Plum Jam, and Fresh Peach Jam—time that / minute of boil- 
ing exactly (a full, rolling boil that can’t be stirred down). 
> In using recipes without added pectin, as our Peach Con- 
serve, make the jelly test rather than counting time. 

> Always use new paraffin; melt over hot water. Soon as you 
ladle hot fruit into glasses, cover with 4 inch hot paraffin— 
don’t add a second layer. When cool, top with metal lids. 


Peach Conserve 


Prepare fruit. Select 18 ripe 
peaches. Dip them, a few ata 
time, in boiling water. When 
skins slip, plunge peaches in 
cold water. Skin, halve, pit 
them. Quarter, seed 5 medium 
oranges, but don’t pare. 

Put fruit through coarse 
blade of food chopper. Meas- 
ure into large pan. Add 1! 
cups sugar for each cup fruit. 





Cook till mixture “sheets” 
from your spoon. (Cook rapid- 
ly, stirring frequently.) 

To test, dip a large metal 
spoon into the pan, as shown. 
When conserve is done, syrup 
will miake the jelly test and 
leave edge of spoon in one 
large flake or sheet. 

Take pan from heat. Re- 
move the foam. Add | cup 
chopped maraschino cherries. 


Fill hot glasses to '4 inch 
from top. Before starting con- 
serve, wash twelve 6-ounce 
glasses and lids in sudsy wa- 
ter; rinse. Scald in boiling wa- 
ter; keep them hot in water or 
a slow oven; don’t wipe. 

Top each glass of conserve 
with 4-inch layer of paraffin. 
When it’s firm, cover and la- 
bel the glasses. Keep them in 
a cool, dry, dark place.

With garlic and soy, lamb tastes like a 
million dollars.

Select two 7-rib racks of lamb. 
Be sure the meatman has sawed the 
chine bone between chops—this 
makes for easy carving. Insert sliv- 
ers of garlic here and there in the 
roast. Bring the roast to room tem- 
perature before cooking. Balance 
on spit; brush meat generously with 
soy sauce. Using ring of fire around 
roast and drip pan underneath, let 
meat rotate until meat thermom- 
eter reads 175°—takes about 1 to 
1144 hours. Don’t overcook lamb 
it should have a pinkish cast. 

Note: Instead of seasoning the 
lamb with garlic cloves and soy 
sauce, try this. Rub both racks of 
lamb with half a lemon, using all 
the juice. Next sprinkle lightly 
with garlic salt. 


Barbecued Vegetables 


Vegetables never tasted so good before! 
Have butter waiting— 

Scrub baking potatoes, red 
yams, white turnips, and tomatoes 
—leave all whole in jackets. String 
each kind of vegetable on its own 
skewer. Let rotate with hot coals 
lined up in rows between skewers. 
Start the spuds and yams first— 
they’ll take 45 minutes to an hour. 
Allow about 30 minutes for the 
turnips. Tomatoes cook lickety- 
split, so put them on last. If vege- 
tables are done before meat (they'll 
stand still on rotating spit) wrap in 
aluminum foil and lay them in fire- 
box away from the coals so they 
stay warm. 

Rotisserie Pears: When turnips 
are nearly done, string a couple 
scrubbed pears—firm ones—on 
end of same spit and roast about 15 
minutes. While pears are hot, cut 
in half, core, fill centers with mint 
jelly. Give everyone half a pear 
as a Meat accompaniment.

Ar- 
range slow coals at rear of firebox, 
knock off ash. Put a drip pan un- 
der roast, in front of coals. Top 
some damp hickory on coals. At- 
tach spit, turn on motor, lower 
smoker hood. Roast until meat 
thermometer reads 185°—pork 
must be cooked well done, no pink. 
While cooking, brush now and 
then with the flavorful Marinade; 
add more damp hickory to coals 
as needed. When chips catch fire 
and start to blaze, pick up with 
tongs and put out flame in water; 
then put the chips back on coals. 
The way to get hickory flavor is 
from the smoke. 

Allow about 2!% hours cooking 
time, but remember your only ac- 
curate guide for doneness is your 
meat thermometer. 


Big Busby Marinade 


Oriental seasoning does great things for 
pork —also for beef short ribs— 

11% cups salad oil 

34 cup soy sauce 

14 cup Worcestershire sauce 

2 tablespoons dry mustard 

214 teaspoons salt 

1 tablespoon coarse, freshly 

ground black pepper 

16 cup wine vinegar 

1% teaspoons dried parsley flakes 

2 crushed garlic cloves, if desired 

¥g cup lemon juice 
Combine all ingredients and mix 
well. Marinade can be drained 
from meat for a second use. Store 
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in a tightly covered jar in freezer 
indefinitely, or in refrigerator for 1 
week. Makes about 31% cups. 


Hoe-Be Beans 


Hickory blessed—competition for the 
old-fashioned start-from-scratch kind— 


Flavor canned pork and beans 
to taste with brown sugar, grated 
onions, dry mustard, and a little 
coarse ground pepper. Also add 
finely chopped green peppers (if 
you like that flavor), and I like 
some finely chopped parsley in 
them, too. Ladle beans into indi- 
vidual bean pots, and leaving tops 
open, wrap each in double thick- 
ness of aluminum foil. Nestle in the 
coals at rear of roast and close bar- 
becue hood. When the roast has 
dripped enough juices, spoon some 
into each pot to season the beans. 
Let beans bake lazily until roast is 
done. If liquid on beans cooks 
down too much, add a little tomato 


juice as needed. 


Zucchini Casserole 


A California vegetable custard. Eats 
well with barbecued meat. Try spinach 
the same way— 
2 pounds zucchini, cut up 
. . . 
1 onion, chopped up 
2 whole eggs 
14 cup dairy sour cream 
Yellow cheese, shredded (amount 
depends on how much you like 
yellow cheese) 
Salt and pepper 
Cracker crumbs 
Cook zucchini in small amount 
salted water in covered pan for a 
few minutes. Just before it gets real 
done (you'll have to judge the 
time), drain and whip in blender. 
Blend in onion, eggs, sour cream, 
and half the amount of cheese you 
want to use. Dash in salt and pep- 
per to taste. Butter a shallow metal 
casserole or pan that you can put 
on the coals, and line it with part 
of the remaining cheese. Pour in 
the zucchini mixture. Mix cracker 
crumbs with the last of the cheese 
and sprinkle over top. Bake on 
slow coals till hot and cheese melts 
on top. Time depends on your fire 
—perhaps 20 to 30 minutes. 


Dressing for Mixed Green Salad 


A subtle blend, but not namby-pamby. 
Just right for a salad tossed in the 


fresh air 


4 ounces Roquefort or blue 
cheese (at room temperature) 

3 tablespoons lemon juice 

1 good-size clove garlic, 
put through press 

2 teaspoons anchovy paste 

3 tablespoons tarragon vinegar 

11% tablespoons Worcestershire 
sauce 

3 tablespoons bottled steak sauce 

2 tablespoons red cooking wine 

11% teaspoons dry mustard 

114 teaspoons prepared mustard 

1 cup olive oil 

1 cup salad oil 

Salt and fresh-ground pepper 

2 ounces Roquefort or blue 
cheese (refrigerator tempera- 
ture) 
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Put 4 ounces cheese in mixer ; blend 
in lemon juice, garlic, anchovy 
paste, vinegar, Worcestershire 
sauce, steak sauce, cooking wine, 
and mustards. Gradually beat in 
the olive and salad oils. Add salt 
and pepper to taste. Set out 2 pint 
jars; crumble remaining cheese 
and divide it between the 2 jars. 
Add half the dressing to each jar. 
Store 1 jar in refrigerator for fu- 
ture salads. Leave other jar out— 
dressing must be at room temper- 
ature for best flavor. Shake well 
before using. Toss with torn Ro- 
maine leaves—or Romaine and 
lettuce. If you like, include chopped 
green onions and celery, radish 
slices, and tomato sections. Makes 
314 cups. 


Barbecued Bananas 


Like a hot banana split! Don’t miss 


this one! 


Choose yellow bananas, tipped 
with green. Count on one apiece. 
Peel the bananas, but save the peels. 
Coat bananas (3 or 4) with mix- 
ture of 14 cup maple syrup, a 
pinch of brown sugar, pinch of 
salt to keep them from being too 
sweet, about 2 tablespoons lemon 
juice so they won’t turn too brown. 
Let bananas stand a little while in 
this mixture, then put them back 
in their skins—save the juice to 
pour over them later. Wrap each 
in foil and place on the coals for a 
few minutes. Serve them with the 
juice they were in before they 
were put on the grill. I like ice 
cream on top! Real good, even if I 
do say so. 


Gourmet cooking with 
Frank Dieterich 

> A wiener wheel is a dandy ac- 
cessory for a rotisserie. You can 
use its skewers for a variety of 
kabobs. 

> Sauces and herbs are intended to 
accentuate meat flavor, not to 
overpower it. A true gourmet gets 
the thrill of accomplishment in 
devising a “secret” and flayorsome 
basting sauce. And it isn’t neces- 
sarily complicated. 

> When you paint turkey, chick- 
ens, or game hens with soy sauce 
for rotisserie cooking, you're add- 
ing delicious flavor to the skin and 
assisting in browning to that rich 
golden color. The flavor of roasted 
soy sauce is quite mild and very 
different from that of soy sauce 
sprinkled over Chinese food. 

> Before grilling fish fillets, spread 
lightly with a blend of mayon- 
naise and lemon juice. Broil to a 
light brown color. 

> A foilware panful of cooked wild 
rice heated below chicken or lamb 
on the rotisserie will catch the 
tasty basting sauce as it drips 
dow n. 


Stuffed Cornish Game Hens 


Note to hunters: Excellent way to cook 
pheasant, quail, and other white-meat 
birds 

Thaw 6 frozen Rock Cornish 
game hens. Stuff with Carrot 
Stuffing—don’t pack. Truss, skew- 
ering openings of each. String birds 
crosswise on spit. Use long holding 
forks that secure several birds at a 
time. Brush before and during 
roasting with Soy Basting Sauce: 


6 tablespoons soy sauce, 4 tea-

spoon salt, pinch of pepper, 1 
tablespoon butter, dash of marjo- 
ram and monosodium glutamate. 

Roast birds on electric rotisserie 
till done—45 to 60 minutes. To- 
ward end of roasting, let butter- 
brushed mushrooms broil on the 
bottom of gravy pan; add a little 
cooking sherry. Serve everyone a 
hen with a spoonful of mushroom 
gravy—nice to have extra Carrot 
Stuffing, too. 


Carrot Stuffing 


Very different—very good. How about 
making extra to heat in foilware pan 
below the game hens?— 
1 cup sifted flour 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
14 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon ginger

Sift flour with baking powder, salt, 
and spices; stir in wheat germ, then 
bread crumbs and nuts.

and parsley. Lightly stir in sifted 
dry ingredients. Makes 3 cups. 


Rotisserie Ham 


Ginger in the pineapple glaze gives the 
surprise flavor 

Buy a boneless, fully cooked 
ham. Trim rind, if any. Balance 
ham on spit and insert thermom- 
eter. Turn on switch and roast 1 
hour without basting or seasoning, 
to cook off excess fat. Turn heat off 
and ladle fat from gravy pan. Score 
ham and insert cloves. Place canned 
pineapple slices (small can) in 
gravy pan. Again turn on heat and 
brush ham frequently with Pine- 
apple Basting Sauce to produce a 
rich glaze during second hour. 
Meat thermometer should read 
130°. 

Pineapple Basting Sauce: Com- 
bine syrup (about 14 cup) from 
small can of pineapple slices with 
14 cup brown sugar, 14 teaspoon 
ginger, 2 teaspoons dry mustard.

1 tablespoon salt 

Y4 teaspoon freshly ground pepper

2 cups mushrooms, chopped 

\4 cup butter (% stick) 

8 strips bacon 
Mix hamburger, eggs, flour, onion, 
salt, and pepper. Roll mixture into 
thin sheet and cut into 16 patties 
with large cooky cutter. Saute 
mushrooms in butter and spread 
over 8 of the patties. Place other 
patties on top and pinch edges. 
Wrap a strip of bacon around edge 
of each burger and tack with tooth- 
pick.

> In barbecuing broiler halves in 
a closed-oven type of grill, there's 
no need for turning. Anchor leg 
to body with wooden skewer. 
First brush chicken with salad oil. 
Season well with salt and pepper 
especially the bone side. When 
half done (chickens take about 14 
hours in a covered cooker) sprin- 
kle with paprika for color. If you 
use a basting sauce, wait till cook- 
ing is almost finished to brush it 
on. Avoid tomato sauces which 
may burn, and use little or no 
hickory with chicken. Pass a bar- 
becue sauce when it’s time to eat. 
> Sauce comment: Not everyone 
will agree that my sauce (or yours) 
is terrific. Some like it sweet, 
others sour: some like it hot. 
others indifferent. That’s why it’s 
good to prepare sauces hot and 
mild—to serve separately. Let 
your guests take “em or leave ‘em. 
> Roast corn in the husk—no sea- 
soning until served. 
> Just before serving steak, top 
with a pat of butter, then sprinkle 
with salt and pepper—the butter 
acts as a carrier for the seasonings. 
> Home hamburger factory: Use a 
wooden burger press with a square 
of waxed paper under and over 
the meat.

With 
pancake turner or other “pusher,” 
roll bananas back and forth on 
greased grill top until bacon is 
cooked, about 5 minutes. (Takes a 
hot fire—you want the bacon to 
crisp before banana cooks too 
much.) Count on one small ba- 
nana or half a large one for each 
serving. 


Talk barbecue with 
Grant Hastings 


> Smoke signals: Go easy on the 
hickory on all beef except fresh 
brisket. Moderate with corned 
beef, hamburger, meat loaf, lamb. 
Very little if any smoke on roasts, 
steaks, and chickens. Smoke fla- 
vor is delicious on fish, game, and 
turkey. 

> When hickory-barbecuing tur- 


key, don’t worry if the skin turns 
black from smoke—it’s supposed 
to. What? Yes! Supposed to! 

> Rib marinade: Mix | part soy 
sauce with 3 parts honey or 4 
parts brown sugar; baste with 
mixture the last half hour. 

> With barbecue hood down, you 
can bake a pan of biscuits on 
grate at end away from fire just 
about as you can in your regular 
kitchen oven—and they taste 
even better. Short cut: Use a tube 
of refrigerated biscuits. 

> Punch a hole or two in a can of 
French fries or shoestring pota- 
toes. Heat right in the can—on the 
grill, and roll it over once in a 
while as it’s heating. 


Smoked Brisket with 
Barbecue Sauce 


By all odds, the be st sand li hes ever! 
You can cook the brisket a day ahead 


Cook a small fresh beef brisket 
(5 pounds) on grill away from fire, 
hood down, for about 44 to 5 
hours or until tender, with damp 
hickory on coals. Keep firebox 
low. After cooking, slice it thin—in 
1-inch slices across the grain. 
(Easy if you use a slicer or get a 
friendly meatman to do it for you.) 
Line up sliced meat in a foilware 
pan and pour Chili Barbecue 
Sauce over it. Warm it 1 hour in 
barbecue oven (or on grill, hood 
down), using slow coals and a few 
hickory chips for additional flavor. 
Serve on toasted buns. Makes 8 to 
10 servings. 


Chili Barbecue Sauce 


Lusty flavor to hot up franks and burg- 
ers and reast-beef sandwiches— 

2 cups catsup 

4 teaspoon barbecue spice 

1 tablespoon chili powder 

14 cup sugar 

1% teaspoons salt 

1 4 teaspoons coarse black pepper 

2 cups vinegar 

Tabasco sauce to taste 
Combine ingredients; simmer 30 
minutes or till the consistency you 


like. 


Tomatoes in Foil 


Really a vegetable sandwich with crisp 
onion filling 


Cut good, firm tomatoes in half, 
crosswise. Salt and pepper each 
half; put together again with a 
slice of onion in the “sandwich.” 
Toothpick the tomato together and 
wrap in foil. Cook away from fire, 
35 to 40 minutes. 


Olives-in-Bacon Appetizers

When a baby has colic 


At least a fourth of all young babies suffer from 


this condition though they’re perfectly healthy 


and their parents suffer with them. Here, a 


doctor with many years of pediatric experience 


discusses this bane of the new parent.

o 
Cryinc is normal for the small 
infant. It’s the only manner in 
which Baby can call attention to 
his needs. 

Most babies cry a lot during 
their first two or three months of 
life. Although the frequency and 
length of this crying varies, it’s 
common for the normal, healthy 
baby to have from two to four good 
squalls during a 24-hour period. 
They may last from 20 to 30 min- 
utes; some in the evening going for 
two or three hours. 

Such crying occurs both to the 
breast- and bottle-fed baby. Evi- 
dence shows that the first-born in- 
fant does the most crying. 

The observant mother quickly 
learns that crying is a signal to 
burp the infant, to change wet or 
soiled diapers, to alter his position, 
to feed him or to provide a few 
moments of cuddling. 

Also, infants respond in a con- 
sistent way to the emotional state 
of the adults who are caring for 
them. They are happy when played 
with, talked to, and handled se- 
curely in a calm, intelligent, loving 
manner. They are upset by incon- 
sistent handling, and by tenseness 
and anxiety on the part of the 
adults around them. 

It’s not always easy for parents 
to be calm and philosophic in the 
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face of these all-hours outbursts. 
But the point is simple: If your 
baby follows the general pattern 
described above—and your doctor 
assures you that his behavior is 
norma!—just grin and bear it. 

Excessive crying or so-called ‘“‘col- 
ic’ occurs in perhaps one-fourth 
of all infants. (In one study of 
babies in a private practice, the 
figure ran 36 per cent.) It frequent- 
ly taxes the ingenuity of the phy- 
sician to determine the precise 
cause of this behavior and fortu- 
nately it is very rarely a symptom 
of serious disease. 

Ordinarily, it begins in the sec- 
ond or third week of life and per- 
sists for four to six and occasionally 
for eight weeks, when for no ac- 
countable reason the spells of cry- 
ing cease. 

Colicky babies are usually big, 
strong, healthy, and free from de- 
fect and infection. They eat raven- 
ously and grow and gain in a nor- 
mal manner. 

But, for some reason, it takes 
less to make them cry than other 
babies. They frequently are tense 
babies who startle at the slightest 
sound or movement—they have 
been described as “having their 
mainspring too tightly wound.”

When a baby has colic 


night, such infants have paroxysms 
of unexplained crying or screaming 
which may last from a few minutes 
to several hours. They appear to be 
in abdominal pain, their knees 
drawn up against the tense abdo- 
men. The passing of an excessive 
amount of gas is common. 

Several theories have been ad- 
vanced to explain the symptoms. 
Perhaps the most widely accepted 
concept is that infants with colic 
are “hypertonic,” keyed-up, and 
possess a temporary imbalance of 
the nervous control of the intestinal 
tract. This results in “‘entero- 
spasm’’—which is simply too vio- 
lent intestinal contractions—re- 
sulting in abdominal pain. 

A few cases can be attributed to 
an allergy to breast milk or cow’s 
milk, and occasionally the giving 
of orange juice seems to cause ex- 
cessive crying. 

Some authorities believe that 
immaturity of the digestive proc- 
esses is responsible. This doesn’t 
seem logical, since colic is not com- 
mon in infants in the premature 
nursery. 

Repeated changes of formula 
are no solution—witness the baby 
who by the age of 6 or 8 weeks has 
had 8 or 10 changes of formula but 
is still crying as much as ever. 
Frantic pacing of the floor and 
jiggling the baby contribute noth- 
ing. Suppositories and enemas are 
of questionable benefit and at best 
give only temporary relief. 


The wise counsel of a physician 
will do more to correct the condi- 
tion than all other measures. A 
careful history and physical exam- 
ination will permit him to assess 
the problem. 

After examining the baby, the 
doctor will probably say something 
like this: ““Mrs. Smith, I have 
checked your infant thoroughly 
and as far as I can determine you 
have a normal, healthy baby. 

“IT am frequently confronted 
with babies who behave as yours 
does. We don’t know just why 
some babies cry excessively but it’s 
believed to be caused usually by a 
spasm of the intestine. It is distress- 
ing to you and the baby but is not 
serious and I can assure you that it 
will clear up completely within a 
few weeks.” 

Perhaps the physician will then 
recommend a different formula. 
He may suggest that the feeding be 
thickened with cereal, for increas- 
ing bulk of the food seems to make 
the baby more comfortable. 

On occasion, a mild sedative for 
the baby or drops to relieve his 
spasms may be prescribed. Some 
pediatricians -prescribe for the up- 
set, tense mother a sedative to 
make her sleep at night. When the 
mother wakes in the morning after 
a night’s sleep, she is fresher and 
better able to cope with the house- 
hold and the care of the baby. 

It has often been found, also, 
that colic will stop within a few 
days after the infant’s admission 
to a hospital. Besides being uncom- 
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mon in premature nurseries, as not- 
ed above, colic is very infrequent in 
an infant ward or in an institution. 
This contrasts significantly with 
the frequency with which colic is 
seen in private practice. 

Possibly, colic occurs more often 
in the home because of the emo- 
tional environment there. First- 
born infants develop colic more 
often than other babies; this is 
probably due to the fact that their 
mothers are much less sure of them- 
selves in handling their infants 
than are experienced mothers or 
the nurses in a hospital. 


Dee of the first things a hospital 
does when a baby with colic is ad- 
mitted is to start a 24-hour chart 
of the times and duration of his 
crying spells. Parents might keep 
a similar chart for several days pre- 
ceding a visit to the doctor. This 
will enable him to determine the 
severity of the colic, and often sug- 
gest the treatment most likely to 
be effective. 

Some doctors say that a device 
banished from nurseries a genera- 
tion ago—the pacifier—has been 
found useful in relaxing many of 
these babies. 

A study on the effectiveness of 
pacifiers was reported to a sym- 
posium on colic of the American 
Academy of Pediatrics. Dr. Milton 
I. Levine, who had made the study, 
told the Academy members that 
the signs of colic practically dis- 
appeared in 75 to 80 per cent of 
the colicky babies in his private 
practice, almost as soon as the 
pacifier was given and accepted. 

The doctor concluded that the 
reason the pacifier worked is that 
colic is due to an unsatisfied need 
of the baby to suck; that the un- 
fulfilled desire made the baby 
tense, bringing on the intestinal 
spasm accompanied by distention 
and pain. However, he did not 
rule out the importance of allergy, 
improper diet, and specific food 


intolerances as causes of colic. 


The use of a pacifier is not ap- 
proved by doctors generally. In 
my own practice, I have found 
that babies given pacifiers frequent- 
ly lose them from their mouths. 
Then they cry. The parents have 
to go to them (even get up in the 
middle of the night), to restore the 
pacifier to the baby. And the baby 
clings to the pacifier long after the 
colic itself has cleared up. 

Of course, a really sick infant 
may cry, too, but the sick infant 
will have other symptoms than just 
excessive crying. There may be 
fever, vomiting, diarrhea, refusal 
to nurse, difficult breathing, or 
other sign that the baby is ill. 

But parents should not rely on 
their own or a “family” diagnosis 
that the baby has colic. I have seen 
babies whose distress has been laid 
to colic when actually the infants 
had bad infection of an ear. 

So, let your baby’s doctor make 
the diagnosis and check the baby 
regularly.

In addressing the 14 mommies 
and 6 daddies who have jammed 
themselves into the tiny desks, Miss 
Guilfoyle makes one thing very 
clear. “I'd like to say right off that 
I’m not going to discuss individual 
children tonight.’ Disappointed 
groan from parents. “I'll be happy 
to talk about your children later on 
when there’s more to talk about, 
but that’s not our purpose tonight. 
Since reading is the most impor- 
tant part of first grade, I’m going 
to discuss our reading program.” 

Her talk is a little gem of exposi- 
tion. She’s very careful to explain 
how different children are “ready” 
to read at different times. She 
makes it very clear that the fact 
that Child A is ready for a certain 
reader today, and Child B is not, 
has nothing to do with intelligence. 
Miss Guilfoyle tells her parents 
quite candidly that parents prob- 
ably shouldn’t be let in on all this, 
but that since children might be 


bringing home different readers 
and work books, it’s much better to 
give a full explanation. 

“What we’ve done is divide the 
class into three groups—the faster 
group, the middle group, and the 
slower group. This has nothing to 
do with how smart a child is. May 
I stress that fact. It has to do only 
with how ready he is to read, how 
ready his eye muscles are to do the 
job of scanning, how well he un- 
derstands Right and Left, and a 
whole complex of factors. A child 
may be in the late reading group 
and be a brilliant child, or a child 
may be a perfectly astonishing 
reader but a dunce about every- 
thing else. One more important 
point—don’t make a big thing of 
this with your children. It’s all

done very carefully. There is ab- 
solutely no stigma attached to be- 
ing in the late reading group, and 
there’s absolutely no honor at- 
tached to being in the early read- 
ing group.

to give out the results anyhow. 
Freddy’s mother wants to know if 
it’s all right if she takes Freddy to 
Florida for a few weeks starting 
next Tuesday. Harvey’s mother 
wants to know whether or not they 
serve chocolate milk in the lunch 
room. Gloria’s mother has a bright 
idea—she’ll send $1.80 to school 
every Monday and then Miss 
Guilfoyle can give Gloria lunch 
money each day and it'll be so 
much simpler that way.

The higher the 
grade, the more insistent becomes 
the I.Q. question. Impassioned 
pleas for parents not to make their 
children over-conscious of these 
special tests, which, after all, are 
intended merely as guides for edu- 
cators, fall on deafer and deafer 
ears. 


3 second grade teacher usual- 
ly has to put up with a few ill-con- 
sidered attacks on the first grade 
teacher. The third grade teacher 
will hear some pretty candid opin- 
ions of the second grade teacher, 
and so on up through the grades.

previous teacher often reflect an 
attitude which is deeply rankling 
to education—the notion that 
teacher qualification rises with 
grade level—that is, that the sec- 
ond grade teacher is smarter than 
the first grade teacher, the third 
grade teacher is better than the 
second grade teacher, and so on. 
The idea is as pernicious as it is 
wrong-headed. In each grade the 
teacher has an important and dif- 
ficult job to do. It’s just as hard to 
teach first graders to read as it is to 
teach twelfth graders to balance 
complex chemical equations. But 
Junior needs to hear just once 
something like ‘““Miss Brown says 


he’s not up to grade level, but if 


she’s so smart how come she’s only 
teaching first grade?’’ before Miss 
Brown’s efforts to get him up to 
grade level are undermined. 


The various P.T.A. mucky-mucks 
will circulate through the school, 
blithely interrupting teachers with 
recruiting pitches for this year’s 
Gala Big Top fund-raising affair. 
““We’re going to need a lot of volun- 
teers this year, girls. We need booth 
tenders, ticket sellers, counter 
girls, poster artists, publicity peo- 
ple. We’re going to need fathers, 
too. We can use carpenters, bark- 
ers, painters, and we’re renting a 
special outfit to fill balloons with 
gas and we need a mechanically in- 
clined daddy to operate it. So if 
you'll all fill out these little talent 
sheets... .” 

Last year’s Gala Big Top was 
such a great success that the P.T.A. 
was able to buy the school two 
more TV sets. And the mothers did 
it themselves. All the teachers had 
to do was keep teaching through- 
out the weeks of frenzied ticket 
selling, drum beating, and booth 
building it took to set the thing up. 
This year they’re trying for a 
color TV. 


Mes: teachers realize that bring- 
ing up kids is pretty debilitating 
work and are willing to forgive us 
most of our trespasses against them. 
There’s one parental practice, 
though, that teachers find pretty 


hard to take. It’s the tendency of 


some parents to accept as the 


whole, unadulterated, unvarnished 
truth such unlikely children’s 
claims as, ‘Whenever somebody 
does something teacher blames 
me,”’ or “She purposely announced 
the test while I was out of the room 
so I’d flunk,” or “She’s always 
picking on me, like when we’re 
having a spelling bee she gives me 
all the hard words.” 


r 
The trouble with us parents, to 
state the problem in its simplest 
form, is that we’re human. Junior’s 
teacher, being human herself, is 
among the first to sympathize with 
our condition. She doesn’t expect 
us to be paragons of objectivity 
where Junior is concerned. All she 
asks is that we keep our sabotage to 
a minimum, that we avoid clover- 
leaf zippers, that we give her a 
fighting chance to prove she’s not 
a monster, that we keep our sense 
of proportion about things like 
reading groups and I.Q. results, 


that we be a little more wary of 


educational medicine men, and 
that we occasionally take a look at 
the official objectives of the Na- 
tional Congress of Parents and 
Teachers. 

Considering what Junior’s teach- 
er accomplishes while we’re hack- 
ing the ground out from under her, 
it’s interesting to contemplate what 
might happen if we were to stop 
hacking and start helping. There’s 
no telling what might develop. 
Why, it might even turn out that 
Junior’s a pretty darn bright 
youngster after all.

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The menace of glaucoma 


By Gordon Greer 


Q, all the diseases that flesh is heir to, 
none carries more fearful respect than those 
that attack the eyes and threaten vision. A 
child entertaining his earliest thoughts of 
disablement usually decides that anything 
would be better than going blind; and that 
same person, plagued by one infirmity or 
another 50 years later, can still feel fortu- 
nate if his ailment, however unpleasant, at 
least does not imperil his sight. It’s some- 
thing of a paradox, then, that the largest 
single cause of blindness in America today 

glaucoma—s allowed to exist unchecked 
in nearly a million people when eye phy- 
sicians can both detect and guard against 
it with growing consistency. And what 
complicates the danger is the way the dis-

ease strikes—with extreme suddenness in 
some cases and with insidious stealth in 
others. In one of the two main types of at- 
tack, the first painful warnings of glau- 
coma’s presence sometimes precede blind- 
ness by only 12 hours. In the other type, 
there is often neither warning nor discom- 
fort before partial blindness is permanent. 

Why, under the circumstances, does 
such a hazard so frequently go untreated? 
Primarily for the same reason that cancer, 
tuberculosis, diabetes, and dozens of others 
do: its victims, through apathy, fear, or 
simple unfamiliarity with the danger, 
avoid getting a proper examination until 
it’s too late. Either they ignore any hint of 
trouble, hoping that whatever it signifies 
will somehow go away, or they prefer to re- 
main in doubt rather [ Turn to page 148 


The fine balance of fluid in 


a normal and healthy eye 


The small red arrows on this diagram in- 
dicate the pressure of fluid inside the eye- 
ball, a pressure that stays constant as 
long as the outflow duct (7) allows as 
much fluid to leave the eye as the inflow 
duct (6) introduces into it. This perpetual 
renewal of ocular fluid is represented by 
the larger arrows. 

In glaucoma, when pressure inside the 
eye rises because of the blockage or con- 
striction of the outflow duct, nerve end- 
ings and blood vessels serving the optic 
nerve (8) are crushed against the eye’s 
hard outer covering (4). 

Also shown are the lens (1), iris (2), 
eyelid (3), retina (5), and cornea (9). 

Only the shaded section of the eye is 
included on the other diagrams. 


... and how it’s treated 





To reduce high pressure behind the iris, 
a small nick is cut in it. In the manner of 
a punctured balloon, the iris loses its 
rigidity at once, pulling free of the outflow 
duct and ending the danger.

than risk hearing unsettling news. 
“If it can’t be cured,” the familiar 
theory goes, ““I don’t want to know 
I have it.”’ Since glaucoma can be 
treated effectively, though, but 
naturally only in those people 
known to have it, this sort of think- 
ing only assists its advance. 


y ia give a complex phenomenon 
a simple description, glaucoma is a 
condition in which blood vessels 
and nerve fibers serving the optic 
nerve are crushed by an increased 
pressure of fluid inside the eyeball. 
Because the optic nerve carries 
visual images to the brain, this de- 
struction of its sources of nutrition 
immediately damages sight. 

The egg analogy might help ex- 
plain the mechanics involved. The 
eye, like an egg, is a hard inelastic 
shell filled partly with liquid. 
Ideally, the amount of this liquid 
always suits the size of the shell, 
and to that end the eye has an in- 
flow and complementary outflow 
ductwhich, working together prop- 
erly, constantly change the liquid 
inside the eye without altering the 
amount present at any one time. 
But things can go wrong. For any 
of various reasons, the outflow duct 
is sometimes blocked or restricted 
so that more fluid enters the eye 
than can leave it. Pressure rises ac- 
cordingly, and this is glaucoma. 

In an egg, of course, this situa- 
tion doesn’t exist. But imagine for 
a moment what would happen if it 


In chronic cases, there’s no sud- 
den blockage of the outflow duct. 
Instead, the duct itself constricts 
to limit the free passage of fluid 
— a process which, like harden- 
ing of the arteries, takes place 
over a period of years. 

The ultimate danger is the 
same as with an acute attack, 
but the treatment differs. 


... and surgery ends it 





When drops no longer can keep the 
duct open, a new outflow channel 
must be created to reduce internal 
pressure and avert blindness. 


were artificially created—if, say, a 
hypodermic needle were used to 
force into an eggshell more fluid 
than it was meant to hold. Chances 
are the increased internal pressure 
would burst the air sac at the wide 
end of the shell. In the eye, how- 
ever, there is no such room for ex- 
pansion, and delicate nerve end- 
ings and blood vessels are simply 
crushed against the hard outer 
covering. 


This is the final stage of all un- 
checked glaucoma, but there are 
different ways of reaching it. In 
some cases, the disease hits quickly 
and with excruciating pain, but 
other times it creeps up with almost 
undetectable stealth, destroying 
vision so slowly—often over a 
period of many years—that a vic- 
tim can be almost totally blind in 
one eye before realizing that any- 
thing is wrong. To divide glau- 
coma into its basic types, then, each 
case can be referred to as either 
acute or chronic, depending on 
whether the outflow duct is sud- 
denly obstructed by another body 
(acute) or whether the duct itself, 
in a manner somewhat similar to 
hardening arteries, constricts with 
time to limit the passage of fluid 
(chronic). Acute cases hold the 
greater threat of unexpected at- 
tack, but they’re usually easier to 
handle, too. The diagram on page 
146 helps to illustrate why.

the lens) has stayed behind the 
iris, and too little has passed 
through the pupil opening to move 
in front of it. Whatever the cause of 
this condition—and no one knows 
for sure—unequal pressure results, 
and the iris is bulged forward, close 
to the outflow duct. Then when it 
retracts to let in more light—the 
normal reaction to a cloudy day or 
a dark room—the iris is crowded so 
tightly against the duct that the 
opening is blocked. 

Fortunately, the immediate dan- 
ger this creates can be relieved (if 
the victim finds a qualified doctor 
fast enough) by eye drops that 
either free the outflow duct or slow 
the entry of fluid into the eye. But 
drops are only a delaying device 
with temporary effectiveness. Most 
cases of acute glaucoma sooner or 
later call for an iridectomy—a 
brief operation, no more dangerous 
or discommoding than a tonsillec- 
tomy, in which a small nick is cut 
in the iris. Like sticking a pin in a 
balloon, nicking the iris provides a 
release for the strong pressure be- 
hind it. Then the iris can pull free 
of the outflow opening. 


This relatively uncomplicated 
remedy, which usually restores full 
vision and ends forever the chance 
of sudden blindness, has no equiva- 
lent, however, in chronic glau- 
coma. There, the trouble lies in the 
decreasing size of the outflow pass- 
age itself. Eye drops, often admin- 
istered four or five times a day fox 
life, and unwavering adherence to 
an ophthalmologist’s advice are 
the only weapons for fighting this 
condition, and they don’t always 
work. Sometimes the drops lose 
their power to reduce the pressure ; 
other times the outflow duct con- 
tinues to grow smaller in spite of all 
efforts to stop it. Then eye phy- 
sicians must resort to another oper- 
ation, considerably more difficult 
than an iridectomy, in which they 
create an artificial outflow channel. 
This condition is diagramed on 
the page at left. 


Dies merely knowing how glau- 
coma works isn’t much help in pre- 
venting it. What causes the dis- 
ease? How can it be guarded 
against? And what are the first 
signs of trouble? 
Unhappily, neither a cause nor 
a preventive is known—at least not 
for certain. There are indications 
that glaucoma is somehow linked 
to nervous tension, as ulcers are, or 
that heredity may be a factor. But 
so far neither theory has sufficient 
proof. Until more evidence is in, 
the best defense is to know the 
symptoms and what to do when 
(and even before) they appear 
Intense pain in the eyes, espe- 
cially in dark or dimly lit rooms, 
and the appearance of rainbow- 
colored halos around lights are per- 
haps the most alarming danger 
signals. If you detect either condi- 
tion, get help at once, for these are 
marks of acute glaucoma and de- 
mand immediate action. Clouded 
vision, a frequent need for new 
glasses (none of which ever feel 
quite right), loss of side vision, and 
unusually inflamed or tired eyes

are other warnings that suggest a 
trip to the doctor. 

With eye trouble, of course, 
there’s always the question of which 
doctor. Shall it be the optician, the 
optometrist, or the ophthalmolo- 
gist (sometimes called oculist)? All 
of these men (or women) come un- 
der the public’s loose heading of 
“eye doctor.” In this case, the an- 
swer is easy: ophthalmologists, who 
can be defined as physicians spe- 
cializing in the eye, are the only 
doctors qualified to treat glaucoma. 
Optometrists are restricted by both 
training and law to refraction and 
the prescription of lenses. Opticians 
make glasses according to these pre- 
scriptions and those of ophthal- 
mologists. Before seeking advice on 
glaucoma, make sure you’re deal- 
ing with an ophthalmologist, the 
only “eye doctor” with “M.D.” 
after his name. 

And don’t wait for symptoms to 
appear; then it may be too late. 
Periodic examinations, which can 
spot the danger of future attack, 
are your best weapons. These 
checkups are neither expensive 
(about the cost of having your car 
waxed) nor very time-consuming 
(roughly half an hour). Chronic 
glaucoma doesn’t often occur in 
people under 40, so the danger is 
less until then; after 40, though, 
checkups should be no more than 
two years apart. 

What does such an examination 
include? First, the standard eye 
chart test, which uncovers all sorts 
of sight deficiencies. (In Des 
Moines, a recent check of 319 peo- 
ple over 40, none of whom was 
aware of anything unusual, showed 
that 150 had faulty vision, even 
with glasses.) Then, an examina- 
tion of the inner eye. Is the anterior 
chamber shallow or deep? If it’s 
shallow, the angle between the iris 
and the outflow duct is small, with 
the obvious danger of blockage 
suggesting a watchful attitude. Is 
there any unusual finding in the 
retina—the mass of nerve endings 
at the rear of the eye? If so, there’s 
trouble. What’s the pressure inside 
the eyeball? Answering this ques-

tion, perhaps the most important of 
all, calls for the use of a tonometer 
—a small device which, placed 
directly on the cornea of an eye 
numbed by a few drops of anes- 
thetic, records the pressure of fluid 
inside. If glaucoma were a simpler 
disease, any pressure above a cer- 
tain level on the tonometer would 
prove its presence. But it isn’t that 
easy. Crushing the blood vessels at 
the back of the eye depends on the 
liquid’s pushing in with a greater 
pressure than that of the blood 
pushing out. And since there’s no 
known way of measuring the blood 
pressure inside these tiny and inac- 
cessible vessels, and since that pres- 
sure is suspected to vary greatly 
from eye to eye, half the equation 
is always unknown. Consequently, 
until their research establishes 
limits for the disease, eye physicians 
must operate within a wide range 
of possibilities; many times glau- 
coma is suspected but can’t be 
definitely proved. It can (and 
should) be guarded against at that 
stage, though—with drops, special 
eye care, or simple alertness that 
will avert the danger of a surprise 
attack. And ophthalmologists need 
the results of these pressure tests to 
prescribe the proper treatment. 


I after all these tests, the oph- 
thalmologist still isn’t sure whether 
glaucoma exists, he’ll make a field 
of vision examination. Since glau- 
coma destroys side vision first, the 
size of the angle of sight is a good 
indication of the disease’s presence. 
Victims of advanced glaucoma of- 
ten can see only directly ahead, as 
though they were looking through 
binoculars. They aren’t conscious 
of their limitation, though, since it 
develops gradually, and a field test 
is normally needed to detect it. 

Most eye examinations, of course, 
only quiet uneasiness and prove the 
absence of danger. But no one 
should ride with the odds and as- 
sume himself, without proper evi- 
dence, to be free from harm. Get 
an examination. When sight is in- 
volved, it isn’t worth it not to be 
sure.
